the Rock Island able to operate 
trains out of Little Rock, and 
all 
through trains on the Iron Mountain 
go around Little Rock, entering the 
state 
at 
Texarkana, 
and 
passing 
through 
Camden, Pine 
Bluff, 
Fair 
Oaks and Knobel. 
Many families in the vicinity of the 
Arkansas river have been driven from 
their homes. Hundreds of head of cat­ 
tle, hogs and livestock 
have 
been 
drowned, and reports are expected of 
loss of human life. 
While the rail­ 
road entering this city have reports of 
washouts at various 
points 
in the 
state 
the 
greatest damage by the 
heavy rains of the past three days ap­ 
pears to have been done near this 
city. Little Rock is isolated from the 
rest of the county, -md persons who 
came to this city from the country dis­ 
tricts Wednesday were forced to re­ 
main in the city Wednesday night. 
A ll streams in the county are out of 
bank, and many of the bridges In the 
county are reported 
to have 
been 
been washed away. 
Fourche bottom, south of the city, 
Is filled with water, aud water has 
backed up into a number of houses 
along the southern border of the city. 
Twenty or thirty families have been 
driven from their homes in that part 
of the city. 
A number of families residing in 
the bottom lands bordering on the 
section which is flooded are preparing 
to move in case the water reaches 
their houses. 
With the possibility of 
the water rising higher, and a predic­ 
tion of colder weather, the numbers

Reports are to the effect that sev­ 
eral hundred head of cattie, hogs and 
other livestock were drowned in the 
spreading waters of Fourche river.

Washington, Jan. 4.—The war de­ 
partment has concluded to go on with 
the work of reconstructing Fort S t 
Phillip, louisiana, near the mouth of 
the Mississippi river. After the work 
had progressed somewhat it was or­ 
dered suspended until such lime as the 
levee in front of the fort, which was

permit a through passenger train, ma­ 
rooned about fifteen miles from this 
city for twelve hours, to reach here. 
Other than this, no trains have arriv­ 
ed or left the city, as all bridges on 
the Little Rock and Hot Springs road 
are in an unsafe condition. 
The rain 
was general throughout this section, 
the Ouachita river being higher than 
eer known before, and much farming 
property was damaged, althoug there 
was no loss of life. 
The danger of the storm was the 
releasing of about 500 alligators, which 
are kept here tor exhibition purposes, 
caused 
consederable

that part of the city, and It required 
almost heroic work to retain the rep­ 
tiles in captivity, many of them being 
from ten to fifteen feet in length.

Dangerous Problem. 
W ashington, 
Jan. 
4.—A fter 
two 
weeks of vacation the senate Ait for 
two and a half hours Thursday, and 
then adjourned until Monday. 
The 
session was devoted entirely to the 
discussion of President Roosevelt's or 
der dismissing the negro troops of the 
Twenty-fifth 
infantry 
for "shooting 
up" Brownsville, Tex, 
Senator Cul 
berson defended the order, bringing 
to its support many points of legal 
construction, and Justifying the action 
by many depositions taken in connec­ 
tion with the affray. 
He closed with 
nu impassioned statem ent of the posi 
tion of the south on the negro ques­ 
tion. which he declared to be the most 
vital and dangerous problem before 
the American people. 
Senator Foraker replied briefly, ex­ 
pressing his intense interest in having 
speedy action on his resolution for nn 
investigation. 
Senator Lodge proposed an am end­ 
m ent to the resolution which has the 
effect of adm itting 
the 
president's 
authority as comm ander In chief of 
the arm y to take the action he did, 
and of restricting the resolution to 
the occurrence at Brownsville. 
On 
motion of Senator Hale the resolution 
was given right of way Monday. 
To establish the motive actuating 
the negro soldiers In Treating the al­ 
leged disturbance Mr. Culberson read 
resolutions recently adopted by 
ne 
gro citizens of B o s k - which adm it­ 
ted that the "soldiers shot up the 
town," and said "they were determ in­ 
ed to do for them selves which the uni­ 
form of their country would not d o - 
protect them from insult, and punish 
at the same time the authors of their 
m isery.” 
Disclaiming 
any 
partisanship for 
the president, Mr. Culberson created 
a wave of m errim ent by saying: 
I huve nothing to do with the presi­ 
dent in this m atter. 
I care nothing 
hini 
My 
personal relations 
with him Hrp r.bout as cordial as those 
o. the senator from Ohio," (Mr For­ 
aker.) 
In all fairness, Mr. Culberson said, 
the country ought to know that the 
repo't made to the president was Te­ 
nable.

After reading much of the testi- 
conclusion that the fact that no Imlict- 
mony taken before the Brownsville 
grand jury. MT. Culberson drew the 
conclusion th at the fact that no in- 
uictm ent was returned was not evi- 
dence of the weakness of the case, 
but rather of the fairness of the pen 
pie of Brownsville, who did not wish 
to do injustice to the innocent.

burned on the night of Oct. 12, 
and the new press began operation 
yesterday. 
The record 
made in 
rebuilding and installing the new 
plant is a notable one of which 
the company has every reason to 
be proud. 
The first pressing with the new 
press was done on Thursday even­ 
ing, when two bales were turned 
out in a paliminary test of the 
plant. 
Yesterday afternoon the 
first regular work was done with 
the press which works easily and 
beautifully. 
Barring a few minor 
incidents of getting all the steam 
connections fitted up closely and 
the boilers to working well the 
press has begun work with very 
few’ drawbacks. 
It has an easy 
capacity of loo bales per hour with 
a good 
crew. 
It is less bulky 
and more speedy than the old press 
and does not stand up so high. 
The work of rebuilding has been 
under the supervision of tbe man­ 
ager, Mr. W alter Wipprecht, with 
Mr. Phillips of Dallas and Engin­ 
eer S H. Wynn in charge of the 
construction work. The beginning 
of operations by the press will tend 
to relieve at once the difficulty of 
handling Bryan’s large cotton re­ 
ceipts, which has been a problem 
every since the old press burned. 
The first afternoon's run of the 
press was 150 bales.
